PANAMA (AP) — The Panama 


panic involving a wealthy aristo- 
crat, a famous ballerina, a night 
club owner and a boatload of Cu- 
bans desperately trying to make 
like Fidel Castro seems to have 
simmered down. 


The Cuban invaders surrendered 


last weekend, ending the immedi- 
ate threat to President Ernesto de 
la Guardia's government. The 
peace team from the Organization 
of American States announced 
Sunday night that the^ threat to 
Panama was over. 
- - De la Guardia, elected for a 
four-year term in 1956, is still fair- 
ly popular with the people. But 
some members of his administra- 
tion are not, and there is discon- 
tent and talk of a change. 


Talk turned to action several 


weeks ago when some dissident 
students visited Cuba and asked 
for help from some of Castro's 
veterans. 


There were reports that wealthy 


Roberto Arias, who comes from a 
family of presidents, was financ- 
ing some sort of uprising. 


Arias' 
wife is British Dame 


Margot Fonteyn, one of the most 
famous ballet dancers west of 
MoscowT"" The government raked 
up a witness 'who said" she took 
pictures while Arias and some 
men raised some arms cached in 
a rowboat at the bottom of the 
Gulf of Panama. 


Arias eluded government forces, 


and finally took refuge in the Bra- 
zilian Embassy. The frustrated 
government meanwhile arrested 
Dame Margot and shipped her out 
of the country. 


Then a. band of-Gubans-landed 


at at unlikely place called the San 
Bias Peninsula of Panama's trop- 
ical Caribbean coast. 
Inspired 


with the idea of liberating yet an- 
other country after winning their 
own civil war, these young Cubans 
took, over the headlines and hard- 
ly anything else.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Five bil- 


lion dollars w^rth of government 
lOUs go on the auction block dur- 
ing the next four days. 


It's significant that this Is the 


highest ,-total on record for one 
week. It points up the Treasury's 
difficulties in managing the big- 


, gest national debt in history, 286 
i billion dollars. 


Most government securities sell 


1 at fixed prices. But because of un- 
settled market conditions, debt 
managers have held more and 
more auctions in recent months, 
permitting investors themselves to 
determine the price and interest 
rate. 


Under the auctions, the high bid 


gets them. Then the securities ma- 


ture, the government will pay 
them off at face value. The lend- 
ers will" collect what'amounts to 
interest in the difference between 
the purchase price and the cash-in 
price. 


Two auctions will be held Tues- 


day. These involve one billion dol- 
lars of bills maturing in 91 days 
and 400 million dollars of bills 
which fall due in 182 days. The 
proceeds give the Treasury funds 
to pay off maturing bills. 


On Wednesday, the Treasury 


will auction two billion dollars of 
340 day bills. And on Thursday 
mere will be an auction of 1% 
billion dollars of 221-day tax an- 
ticipation bills. 


Red Envoy 
Is Forced to 
Return Home 


RANGOON, Burma ~(AP) — A 


Soviet military attache who ap- 
parently had tried to escape by 
leaping from a hospital window 
was flown out of Rangoon on a 
Communist plane Sunday. 


A screen of 40 hefty guards 


from the Soviet Embassy roughed 
up newsmen and prevented them 
from questioning him. 


Hospital sources said the at- 


tache was Col, Mikhail I. Stry- 
guine, who apparently wanted to 
get political asylum in Burma. 
The embassy neither confirmed 
nor denied published reports of 
his identity. 


The slightly built, haggard look- 


ing man was brought to the air- 
port in a Soviet Embassy car 
minutes before a Chinese Commu- 
nist transport plane took oft for 
Kunming and Peiping. He was 
hustled "aboard with such haste 
most of his personal baggage was 
left behind. 
' 


A weeping woman identified as 


his wife, a Soviet nurse and two 
guards accompanied him. 


Hospital sources said Stryguine 


was brought to the hospital a week 
ago suffering from an overdose of 
sleeping pills. It was reported he 
had tried to commit suicide when 
told he must return to the Soviet 
Union. His wile r-^J two Soviets 
sat with him all night, the woman 
weeping almost continuously. 


The next day, upon recovering, 


Stryguine shouted "invectives in 
English against the Soviet regime 
and his associates at the embassy. 
He asked that Burmese officials, 
particularly the director of mili- 
tary intelligence, Lt Col. Win, be 
summohea." Apparently he wanted 
to ask their protection. 


The two" Soviets then demanded 


that he return to the embassy and 
tried to remove him when he re- 
fused. He broke away and threw 
himself through a first-floor win- 
dow in what one witness said was 
"a leap lor life." 


He was brought back, given a 


sedative and bundled into a car 
by the Soviets, who drove off. 


Three hours before the plane's 


departure, members of the Soviet 
Embassy staff began > to arrive at 
the airport. By plane time 40 of 
them were on hand. They kept a 
close watch on the newsmen. 


Ten minutes before takeoff time, 


a car carrying Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Alexi D. Shiborn and the 
Stryguines drew up. As Stryguine 
stepped out, a newsman called 
out: 


"Colonel, have you anything to 


say to the press?" 


Before he could say a word, a 


wedge of three Soviets rushed the 
reporter and threw him several 
feet. Guards shoved and pushed 
other newsmen aside and seized 
the cameras of two photographers. 


Looking bewildered, Stryguine 


was almost lifted from the ground 
by two Soviets, who rushed him 
inside the .customs room and 
locked the door. Shortly after he 
was escorted to the plane, his 
wife trailing behind.

ticipated J290 million in federal 
matching funds could Increase the 
total highways outlay in the 1959- 
61 biennium to some 890 million 
dollars.

administration, said the special 
fund budget, which includes the 
motor fund requests would be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature this week 
probably on Wednesday. 


It also includes money requests

Salk Confident 
Vaccine Will 
Control Polio 


PITTSBURGH. Pa. (AP)—Dr. 


Jonas E. Salk, discoverer of the 
polio vaccine, said last week liis 
studies of results in the first three 
years of vaccine use indicated that 
paralytic polio may be controlled 
by the appropriate use of a killed- 
virus vaccine. 


Salke's vaccine, a killed-virus 


type, was officially recognized as 
safe and effective when it was 
made available for public use in 
1955. There has been some subse- 


quent scdentiflo controversy on 
whether this type of vaccine would 
have permanent effect against the 
disease. 


Dr. Salk Indirectly took note ol 


this today in a report he present- 
ed before England's Royal Society 
of Health. 


"Contrary to the expectation of 


some, the duration of. Immunity- 
produced by a killed-virus vaccine 
may. in fact, be much more pro- 
longed than anticipated even by 
those who have been among the 
more optimistic," the report said. 


The text of Dr. Salk's remarks, 


delivered at Harrogate, England, 
was made public here by the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh.

Boothe Luce's decision Friday to 
quit as ambassador to Brazil was 
welcomed by some senators as a 
wise one under the circumstances'.

The Land of the Bible

Palestine as the especial home- 


land of the Jews, and as the 
scene of Our Lord's life z.nd 
ministry, is particularly what we 
think of when we speak of "the 
homeland of the Bible." 


In our own time this - little 


land, no larger than a New Eng- 
land state, has come into world 
prominence and, in a sense, into 
the w o r l d ' s problems. That 
prominence is comparable to its 
place in the ancient world and in 
the time of Christ. At that time, 
of course, the world didn't know 
of the greatest events then hap- 
pening, which the New Testa- 
ment was to bring to light and 
power. 


Today, communication makes 


what is happening in Palestine 
immediately known, though the 
full import and outcome of what 
is happening may take years, or 
decades, to reveal. 
/ Just now, one decade is of in- 
credible importance. It is the 
10 years since the republic of 
Israel was e s t a b l i s h e d . The 
building and progress of those 10 
years constitute a triumph of 
Jews in action comparable with 
the 
greatest 
attainment 
and 


vision in- the long history of 
Israel. 


Desert places have bloomed. 


Great business and industrial de- 
velopments have brought mod- 
ern civilization alongside an age- 
old environment. 


Perhaps greatest of all is the 


vision and courage with which 
the -new state has opened its 
coast and borders to the influx 
of amazing numbers of refugees 
otherwise without hope. 


All this is being accomplished I mated. 


in the -face- of much hostility, 
actual -warfare, ever-present 
dangers, and many difficult prob- 
lems. It is possible that the end 
is not yet. 


The immense, surrounding 


world is hostile, but it is my be- 
lief that the sheer courage, de- 
termination and efficiency of the 
small Israel stste will in time 
induce more peaceful adjust- 
ments. 


It might be said that what 


Israel has accomplished could 
never have been done without 
the financial backing in gifts and 
loans that has come from the 
U.S.A. 


But the reverse side of this is 


that no amount of money in the 
world could ever have effected 
any such achievement' without 
the vision, planning, skills, or- 
ganizing genius, determined 
courage and spirit, v/hich' the 
leaders of Israel and its new citi- 
zens have displayed. 


Perhaps some are aware that 


Jews themselves have been di- 
vided over the Zionism that has 
brought about the political state. 


However this may be, some 


results emerging from the Jew- 
ish state are essentially religious 
and all to the good. I have re- 
cently observed how much the 
policy of Israel is to break down 
religious barriers and prejudices 
in the encouragement; without 
any bias, of the pilgrimages to 
holy places, which have been in- 
ci easing- greatly. 


In some respects Israel might 


be regarded as a great achieve- 
ment in a secular state, Taut I 
think its religious significance in 
the homeland of the Bible is not 
to be disregarded nor underesti- 


Parents' Quarreling Prompts 
Child's Bitter Rebellion

. "My sister and her husband don't get along," writes Mrs. F. "Yeo- 
terday I found her crying. Finally she told me she'd discovered 
that my 7-year-old nephew has been taking money from her bag 
systematically. I can't help feeling that his parents' constant quar- 
reling has something to do with it. Could I be right'" 


Maybe. A child will sometimes turn to stealing to show his re- 


sentment at parental conflict. 


It's an understandable resentment. At 7, for example, this little 


boy can't make all his own decisions. He can't be sure he needs 11 
hours sleep; that he should ask his teacher to explain things he 
doesn't understand; that he's not the undesirable character the big 
boy down the block says he is. 


He needs parents he trusts to help him become sure. If they 


quarrel constantly, he can't trust them. By their mutual criticism, 
each destroys the other's reliability for him. He might indeed resent 
their depriving him of reliable guidance, and start trying to deprive 
them by stealing money from them. 
. 


Could Mrs. F.'s sister look at the possibility that his stealing re- 


flects his anger at her quarrelsome marriage? It might be quite 
profitable to look at it. 


Though unhappily married people ask little for themselves, they 


can sometimes ask more for their children. For some reason, they 
feel obliged to put up with their chronic hurts, anger and loneli- 
ness as afflictions they deserve. But a child's rebellion against his 
home's unhappiness can occasionally arouse them from, their apathy. 


He'll take some protesting action like stealing that says, "I'm 


sick and tired ol being orphaned by -this fighting and want some- 
thing'done about it." Then one or the other of his parents may, 
think, "I must get help for this child." The conscience which won't 
let them seek relief for themselves graciously permits them to seek 
it for the child. 
i 


The agency that can direct this mother is her local Family Serv- 


ice Association.

I hope she applies to it. Quite often, after getting help for a child, 


we discover we really wanted it for ourselves all along.

lem. Coffee and tea stains in 
cups are common, particularly 
after prolonged use. Sometimes, 
extra rubbing with a cloth and 
soap will remove the stain. 


If this fails, use of one of the 


special stain-removing cleansers 
rather than laundry bleach is 
advised.

Around the Area With 


The County Agent! 


By Bsrnis Winger*. Warren County Agricultural Agent 


Recently we have been re- 


ceiving calls asking about the 
type of lime to buy for lawns 
and gardens. 
Quite often we 


hear farmers discussing the 
relative nVents of "bag lime" 
versus "bulk hme" and consid- 
erable confusion exists as to 
it's use and value in the soil. 


First, let's begin by saying 


that lime is not a fertilizer. It 
is a soil conditioner which not 
only reduces acidity but, in gen- 
eral, improves the physical con- 
dition or structure of certain 
heavy clay soils. 


Here are the names of the 


materials most commonly used 
to treat acid soils—Shell meal, 
limestone, hydrated lime, burn- 
ed lime, and dolomite. Pulver- 
ized limestone constitutes by 
far the largest tonnage of any 
of the liming materials used in 
the United States. In some 
sreas the bumed or hydrated 
forms of lime are used. Shell 
meal is not used very much in 
Pennsylvania. It is derived from 
ground oyster shells. 


Limestone comes f.om natur- 


al luneslor.e dc-pos.is, and the 
chemical is 95 rr cal<vL.m cai- 
bonate equivalent It is the pure 
rock with nothing- added or sub- 
that is done is the mechanical 
tracted from it. The only thing 
process of crushing it into fine 
particles so that it can react 
with the soil 


Hydrated hme is limestone 


burned with steam and it be- 
comes a chemical called cal- 
cium, hydroxide, tr has a cal- 
cium carbonate equivalent of 
120%, therefore it takes fewer 
pounds of hydrated lime to do 
the same job as ground lime- 
stone. Hydrated lime has the 
advantage that it is more finely 
divided that pulverized lime- 
stone, it is more readiy soluble, 
aad it is faster acting. It is a 
more 
concentrated 
product 


since 1,480 pounds of hydrated 
lime .derived from calcite lime- 
stone •will do the same neutral- 
zing- job as 2,000 pounds of 
crushed limestone. But remem- 
ber it is still only limestone 
burned -with steam and that 
over a period of years you can 


get exactly the same results 
from the crushed limestone by 
allowing the weather to do the 
breaking down of the product 
for you. 


Burned limestone is limestone 


burned in a kiln. Upon burning 
it becomes calcium oxide with 
150% calcium carbonate equi- 
valent. Therefore, even fewer 
pounds of this material is need- 
ed than hydrated lime to do the 
neutralizing work. 1,120 pounds 
of burned lime from calcitic 
stone has the same neutralizing 
value as 2,000 pounds of crush- 
ed limestone. 


So in considering three ma- 


terials—burned lime, hydrated 
lime, and crushed limestone we- 
cannot speak of them in terms 
of one being of any more value 
to the soil than another, be- 
cause it is all the same mater- 
ial, and the effectiveness of it 
will depend upon, the amount 
you apply and when you apply 
it. 


Pulverized limestone is usual- 


ly the least expensive liming 
material in terms of cost by 
the ton, but it is not ready to 
50 to work immediately when 
applied to the soil. You must 
wait for a period of months un- 
til the rain and air causes the 
chemical reaction which allows 
it to react and reduce soil acid- 
ity. 


Hydrated or burned lime will 


go to work at once. Therefore, 
they are desirable materials for 
high value truck crops. 


Dolomite limestone contains 


magnesium carbonate as well as 
calcium carbonate, and has a 
calcium carbonate equivalent of 
110%. Dolomitic limestones are 
generally much more slowly 
soluble than the calcitic type. 
For that reason it is important 
that they be finely pulverized. 


Regardless of how lime is ap- 


plied, it should be worked thor- 
oughly into the soil. It takes 
less lime to neutralize a sandy 
soil than a heavy soil well sup- 
plied with organic matter. 


"How much lime should I 


use on my garden?" you say. 
There is only one way to an- 
swer correctly and that Is by 
you bringing in a sample of 
the soil. We can test it and tell 
you how many pounds of lime 
to apply to make it most desir- 
able for growing plants. 


Bring your samples to the 


Agricultural Extension Office, 
Courthouse Annex.

PARIS (AP) — War veterans 


from about a dozen nations are 
to gather in the Roman Catholic 
shrine city of Lourdes Aug. 30 in 
the cauce of peace. 


Between 50,000 and 70,000 vet- 


erans from the United States, 
France, Britain, West Germany, 
The Netherlands, Denmark, Yugo- 
slavia, Italy, Greece, Turkey and 
Formosa, and perhaps Poland and 
Japan, are expected. A Soviet del- 
egation is doubtful at present. 


The pilgrimage was organized 


by the Assn. des Pretres Anciens 
Combattants, a French organiza- 
tion of 16,000 former fighting 
priests. The organization said it 
was the duty of veterans of the 
free world not to let the Commu- 
nists monopolize such events. 


Marshal Alphonse Juin, five 


French cardinals, three govern- 
ment ministers and Gen. Maxime 
Weygand are sponsoring the pil- 
grimage. 


In announcing the program PAC 


said that in Lourdes "men of all 
nations, of all races, of all, con- 
fessions can meet as brothers.""
